Only about 10 per cent. of a sea- 
sons wild oat crop will germinate the 
same fall, ..They will not all germin- 
ate at one time, in the-spring or in the 
summer, Wild Oats: germinate far 
more . readily during the first five 
days of warm spring weather than 
they do any other time of the year: 
Hence the importance of fall culti- 
vation, . ; 

Wild. oats ~.will not germinate 
through more than. 2% or.3 inches. of 
heavy loam soil; and not more than 
4 inches of lodmy soil. ° : 

It burfed more than 5 inches deep 
the seeds may retain their: vitality 
from three to five yéars, and germin- 
ate when 
nearer the ‘surface. ©. ; 

The .men . who haye had experi: 

ence in thé control of wild oats would 
recommend to farmers without such 
experience for their serious consid: 
eration the following points: = _ 
1. The grain to be used for feed 
should be ground thoroughly before 
feeding. This. will prevent spreading 
wild oats over the fall cultivated land 
and avoid infesting the -manure dur- 
ing the fall, winter anf spring with 
wild oats .so that it can be placed di- 
rectly from the barns on to: the 
fields. 

2. Burn all screenings and all the 
straw that is not required for winter 
feeding just as soon as possible after 
threshing. Fence the straw required 
so as to keep cattle and. horses from 
feeding at same and-scattering seeds 
over the fields, ; i 

3. Double disc and harrow as soon 
as possible every acre on which wild 
oats have appeared.. This may not

THE PEACE PHARISEE 


Tet THE PEOPLE UF EUROPE are a lot of blood mad 
saveges engaged in killing one another because they 
delight in slaughter, seems to be the fixed idea in the beclouded 
mind of the neutral condemner of war.

A certain American millionaire, Nathan Straus by name, 
is a good illustration of the class of Pharisecs we have refer- 
ence to. He is too cowardly or toodense to find out the rights 
and wrongs ofthe Great War,. so he contents himself with 
such language as this: “I have no patience with the idea that 
any of the contenders inthe present war want peace. They 
wanted war and they got it. They have wilfully engaged in a 
hage riot and they are paying the price. There was no one to 
stop them. Not one of the other nations could say to Germany, 
or to Kogland, ‘You shall not fight.’ Is there anything at all 
in thie war but a miserabie, contemptible brawl] between the 
two biggest Powers?” 

Of course, ‘this man’s opinions do not carry much weight, 
even in his own country; but asan illustration of thet ype of 
mind abet wallows inthe ignorance of its own creating, it is 
eupréine. Mr Straus calls himself a pacific, which we take to 
be a creature that prefers degradation to death: that denounces 
war—from a place of safety—but condones the: crimes thab 
lead to war. Let usoffer thanke that the British Empire is 
eomposed of men.

Every day adds to the peril 
of the Serbian army whichis 
fighting desperately to hold 
back the Austro Germans press- 
ing them from’the north, and 
the Bulgarians, invading their 
country from the east, until 
the assistance which their allies 
are sending, can reach them. 
The Bulgarians have extended 
their grip on the Belgrade-Sal- 
oniki railroad north and south 
of Nish and have occupied Les- 
kovac south of the captured 
capital and Aleksinac to the 
north. At thelatter point they 
are in close touch with the 
German army, which after ac- 
cupying Krusevac, extended its 
left wing» as taras Djunis, on

Morava.

the natives, knowing the hills 
and every gully, can offer the 
strongest resistance.

In the south, the over-grow- 
ing strength of. the French and 
British forces is beginning to 
tell.

While it will be somo time 
before the Germans can suffi- 
ciently repaic the northern end 
of the railway for the transpurt 
of troops and munitions, their 
successes have enabled them to 
send supplies to the Bulgarians 
and Turks by the Danube as 
far as Nikopolis, from which 
point ‘they can be. sent by rail 
to Sofia and Constantinople,
